DENIAL OF ANY PLAN

ficial’s Statement He 
Understood the Batory 
Was Under

NEW YORK, June 4 (UP)—The 
Polish liner Batory, on which 
Communist Gearhart Nisler fled 
the United States on May 6, re- 
turned from Europe today and 
was immediately put under guard 
by the Immigration Department’s 
border patrol. 

P. A. Esperdy, assistant district 
enforcement officer of the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice, who boarded the Gdynia 
America Lines vessel at Quaran- 
tine on what he termed “a special 
job, said after the ship had docked 
that it had not been seized by 
United States authorities. 

In Washington, the Justice De- 
partment explained that customs 
agents boarded the liner to deter- 
mine if anybody aboard aided 
Eisler’s escape, but that there are 
no immediate plans to seize the 
vessel. 

Before announcement that the 
ship had not been seized, assistant 
United States District Attorney 
John Donovan had said that he 
understood Government officers 
had taken “control” of the ship. 

Armed Patrolmen Go Aboard. 

Donovan made his statement 
shortly after a detail of Immigra- 
tion Department border patrol- 
men in olive green uniforms and 
wearing side arms and ammu- 
nition belts marched onto Pier 88, 
North river, where the Batory 
was due to dock. They were re- 
inforced by a detail of 10 New 
‘York City patrolmen and a police 
captain under the command of 
Inspector Daniel M. F. O’Sullivan. 

The immigration officers ap- 
parently were rushed to New York 


from the Canadian border, where. 


nearest pool of patrolmen is 
ioned. 

They marched onto the pier as 
the Batory entered the harbor, 
several hours late, after it was 
rumored that Government 
might seize the ship for violation 
o: immigration laws under which 
an alien was allowed to escape 
from the United States. The Ba- 
tory, due to dock at 11 a.m., was 
two hours late. There was no 
explanation of the delay. 

For more than half an hour 
after the liner docked, the border 
patrolmen and immigration and 
customs officials at the gangway 
would let no one on or off. Later, 
some passengers were permitted 
shore, 

Eisler stowed away aboard the 
Batory here May 6. He explained 
later that he bought a sightseer’s 
ticket to visit the vessel and 
picked out a hiding place, After 
the ship had put out to sea, he 
paid his fare to Gydnia, Poland. 
Since he did not have the required 
exit papers, Eisler was reported 
to the Immigration Service by the 
ship’s captain. 

He was forcibly removed from 
the ship by British officials at 
Southampton at the request of 
the United States. Hvuwever, an 
English court freed him and he 
is now in the Soviet sector of 
Berlin. 

When he left the United States, 
the German-born Communist 
jumped bail of $23,500. Eisler had 
been waiting appeals from two 
court convictions—for contempt of 
Congress and for making false 
statements on an application for 
an exit permit.

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RATE OF JOB LAYOFFS FALLS, 
BUT TOTAL BENEFIT CLAIMS 
RISE THIRD STRAIGHT WEEK 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP), 


OME slackening in the rate 

of new job layoffs was 

noted today by the Federal 
Security Agency. 

It reported initial claims for 
unemployment insurance 
dropped 10,676 for the week 
ending May 28, totaling 326,100. 
Such first-time claims from 
new applicants totaled 218,000 
for the corresponding week in 
1948. Thirty-four states shared 
in the decline in new unem- 
ployment, said Director E, L. 
Keenan of the Bureau of Em- 
ployment Security. 

Although new layoffs ap- 
peared to be slackening, con- 
tinued claims for insurance — 
representing completed weeks 
of unemployment — increased 
for the third successive week, 
from 2,057,400 to 2,076,700. 

This rise to successive new 
1949 highs, Keenan said, re- 
flects a longer duration of un- 
employment among insurance 
claimants. “The secondary ef- 
fect of strikes in the automo- 
bile industry in May also was 
a contributing factor in the 
higher continued claims load,” 
he said.

BERLIN, June 4 (AP) — The 
highest ranking Czech representa- 
tive in Berlin quit his job and fled 
today. He declared he no longer 
could stomach what he called “a 
corrupt police dictatorship.” 

Dr. Bedrich Bruegel, acting chief 
of the Czech military mission, fol- 
lowed his former superior, Brig. 
Gen. Frantisek Dastich, into exile. 

Dastich fled eight months ago. 
Six members of the 10-man Czech 
mission in existence at the time 
of the Communist coup in Prague 
in February 1948 did likewise. 
Bruegel is the seventh. 

Bruegel gave American authori- 
ties a copy of the letter of resig- 
nation he sent to Czech Deputy 
Foreign Minister Arthur London 


on May 26, in which he accused 
his government of tolerating “vari- 
ous intelligence services in western 
Germany” and setting up a police 
state at home. Bruegel has left 
Germany, United States authori- 
ties said. 

Czech Police Torture Charged. 

In his letter of resignation, he 
declared that Czech interests al- 
ways lay with western Germany 
and his government is jeopardiz- 
ing the national cause by playing 
the Communist game and doing 
no business with western Ger- 


many.

“Further evidence has been 
shown me that the Czech security 
corps conflicts torture and bodily 
injuries on all citizens who fall 
into its clutches. There is no way 
of reconciling this with any ideol- 
ogical viewpoint. 

“Czech Interests Menaced.” 

“All the interests of the Czecho- 
slovak republic with respect to 
Germany are menaced today. It 
is obvious that these interests can 
only be safeguarded in concert 
with the occupation powers, Our 
relations with the Western occu- 
pation powers have grown much 
worse, . . . The Foreign Ministry 
has tolerated various Czechoslovak 
intelligence services in western 
Germany. Their activities were 
conducted without the knowledge 
of the responsible heads of the 
Czechoslovak representative agen- 
cies in Germany.” 

Bruegel apparently referred to 
the American forces’ breakup of a 
Czech spy ring recently. 

Bruegel asserted that Czech 
Communists were doing business 
behind the back of the Czech le- 
gation here. He said the Czech 
Government supplied the Soviet 
zone with $10,000,000 worth of 
goods more than it received in ex- 
change. 


SING SING PRISONER 


MIXES HIS BLOOD 
WITH DYING GIRL’S 


OSSINING, N.Y., June 4 (AP)— 
A Sing Sing prisoner is waiting 
to see if he will develop deadly 
leukemia—and whether a dying 
child may be saved by his blood. 

The story of the experiment was 
told yesterday by Dr. Charles C. 
Sweet, chief prison doctor. 

He said that for 20 hours the 
prisoner—an unidentified volun- 
teer—and an eight-year-old girl 
lay side by side at the prison hos- 
pital. Rubber tubing joined their 
circulatory systems. 

During the experiment 18 quarts 
of blood—more than three times 
the normal blood content of a 
full-grown man—passed between 
the two. 

The girl is near death from leu- 
kemia, a blood disease in which 
a white blood cells keep increas- 
ng. 

It is hoped that the man’s blood 
absorbed enough of the white cells 
to save or prolong the child’s life 
withouf endangering his own. 

It is still too soon to tell.

- $keen expressed surprise that 
more of the men had not been 
captured, since apparently all of 
them were still clad in prison 
denim. 

Yesterday, four hours after the 
escape, a farmer and his wife were 
shot to deat at Carrollton, O., 60 
miles northwest of Moundsville, 
However, Ohio Sheriff Roy Or- 
wick discounted any connection 
and Warden Skeen said “I am 
disinclined to link the slaying with 
our prison break.” 

The jail break early yesterday 
liberated prisoners who Skeen said 
“are the ones we least would want 
to have escape.” Six were life- 
termers, and all had been confined 
in individual cells in the most se- 
cure part of the prison.

ROBBER FORGES 
ULERK TOGIVE UP 
51200 IN CASH 


Threatens to Kill Man as 
He Leaves Bank With 
Money to Be Used at 
Market. 


Raymond Nierman, a clerk at 
the Packing House Market, 1931 
Park avenue, was robbed of $1200 
in cash late yesterday by a Negro, 
who forced his way into. Nier- 
man’s truck as he pulled away 
from a bank at Jefferson and 
Franklin avenues. The money 
was to have been used to cash 
paychecks for the store’s cus- 
tomers. 

Nierman, who lives at 3770 
South Broadway, told police he 
had just cashed a company check 
in the Jefferson Bank and Trust 
Co., 2337 Franklin avenue, when 
the robber, wearing large sun- 
glasses and a maroon sport coat, 
got into his light delivery truck 
beside the driver’s seat. 

“Drive straight ahead,” the 
robber said. He was holding a 
paper bag wrapped around a hard 
object, which Nierman said he 
believed was a revolver. “I’ve 
killed one man and I'd just as 
soon kill you. Keep your mouth 
shut.” 

When Nierman did not start out 
as fast as the robber apparently 
thought he should, the man 
jabbed the clerk in the ribs with 
the object in the bag. 

Nierman drove on Franklin te 
the intersection of Jefferson. The 
robber told him to turn right 
there. After going several blocks 
on Jefferson, he ordered the clerk 
to turn into Twenty-second street. 
As they reached an alley between 
O’Falion and Dickson streets, the 
Negro ordered Nierman to stop. 

“Where’s the money?” the rob- 
ber asked. 


Nierman told him it was in al 


paper bag in a cardboard box in 
the body of the truck behind the 
driver’s seat. After grabbing the 
bag, he ordered Nierman to get 
out of the truck and “walk up 
that alley. Keep walking and 
don’t look around, or I'll kill you.” 

The clerk did as he was told, 
police said.

WHOLESALE PRICE AVERAGE 
DROPS TO A POINT §.2 PCT. 
BELOW SAME WEEK IN 1948 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP). 
VERAGE wholesale prices 
in primary markets dropped 
three-tenths of 1 per cent 

in the week ended May 31, the 

Bureau of Labor Statistics re 

ported yesterday. 

At the end of the week, the 
index stood at 156.1 per cent of 
the 1926 average. 

It was six-tenths of 1 per cent 
higher than four weeks ago but 
5.2 per cent lower than in the 
corresponding week of 1948. 

The week’s drop represented 
a resumption of the decline 
which has been almost contin- 
uous in commodities other than 
farm products since the peak 
of Nov. 16, 1948. 

Farm products were down 
five-tenths of 1 per cent from

plication by Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor for a writ of prohibi- 
tion. 

The Attorney General, in the 
petition for a writ filed with the 
Supreme Court yesterday, con- 
tended Nangle was without juris- 
diction to issue or enforce his or- 
ders requiring Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. to re-install 19 tele- 
phone lines in the Pioneer offices, 
122 North Seventh street. 

Disconnected in 1947. 

Telephone service for Pioneer, 
St. Louis outlet for the Chicago 
Capone syndicate’s racing news 
service for handbooks, was dis- 
connected in February 1947, after 
former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and 
Attorney General Taylor notified 
the telephone company the lines 
were being used as an instru- 
mentality to violate the law. 

Judge Nangle ordered restora- 
tion of the full service last April 
12, in a suit by Pioneer against 
Southwestern Bell to compel re- 
installation of the telephone lines 
and for $100,000 damages for loss 
of the service since the 1947 dis- 
connection. 

The “stop” order issued to the 
circuit court bars any further ac- 
tion by Judge Nangle in the mat- 
ter until the Supreme Court de- 
termines whether it will e 
jurisdiction of Taylor’s ca- 
tion, and, if it does take ju Cc 
tion, pending a final decision. 

Ruling June 13. 

The Supreme Court likely will 
rule on whether it will assume 
jurisdiction of the petition at its 
next conference on June 13. 

Taylor contended in his appli- 
cation that sole jurisdiction of the 
Matter of telephone service in- 
volved was in the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission, under the 
law. He said orders issued by 
Judge Nangle ordering restoration 
of service to Pioneer, and enjoin- 
ing Southwestern Bell from with- 
holding service, “were issued with- 
out jurisdiction and in violation 
of the law.” 

The Attorney General asked the 
Supreme Court, when it issues its 
final ruling, to abate all orders 
issued in the case by Judge 
Nangle and to prohibit him from 
ever attempting to assume any 
jurisdiction in the matter.

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Hearing to Be Held on Changing 
Rules for Whisky Labeling, Aging 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau's 
alcoho] tax unit will hold a public 
hearing July 11 on proposals to 


change its regulations on whisky 
aging and labeling, it announced 


today. 

One of the proposais would 
make the label “American” on 
whisky legal. It isn’t now. 

The amendments, if adopted, 

presumably would put more down- 
war pressure on prices by fur- 
ther expanding the supply of 
“aged” whisky available. 

The chief proposed change would 
do that by allowing time spent in 
any oak container, whether used 
or new, to be counted as part of 
a whisky’s “age.” Under present 
regulations in this country—but 
nowh else in the world—only 
time in new, charred ton- 
tainers can legally be counted as 
“age.” 

There would be certain qualifi- 
cations attached to the proposed 
“age” amendments. 


For whisky to be called, “bour- 


don” or “rye,” it would have to 
be aged at least six months in new. 
charred kegs. To be called “straight 
whisky,” it would have to spend 
at least 24 months in new kegs. 

But additional time in used kegs 
could be counted in the age state- 
ment, too. Thus, straight whisky 
with 24 months in a new barrel and 
24 more in a used barrel would be 
“four years old.”

Behind China’s New Revolution 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Allow me to reply to James C. Brown's 
letter of May 22 in which he parrots the 
charge: : 

“It (the Chinese revolution) is domi- 
nated, controlled and led by Moscow- 
trained and directed Chinese Commu- 
nists.” 

Mr. Brown dodges the real cause of 
the revolution. 

The Chiang Kai-shek regime is the 
most reactionary regime of our time. 
There is no freedom in its areas. It is 
notorious for squeezing money from the 
people. It is utterly inefficient. It rep- 
resents the interests of a few landed 
gentry who control 80 per cent of the 
cultivated land in China and extort 60 
per cent or more of the crop returns 
from the tenant farmers in the form of 
rent. 

The Chiang regime also represents the 
interests of bureaucrats headed by multi- 
millionaires like T. V. Soong and H. H. 
Kung, who have been responsible for 
the poverty of the nationalist govern- 
ment. 

Chiang himself was financed to power 
by Western imperialists in 1927 by means 
of a bloody coup d’etat against the pro- 
gressive revolutionaries. His government 
has been sustained by the Western im- 
perialists ever since for common exploi- 
tation of the Chinese people, who have 
been regarded as legitimate sucker- 
consumers by the Western imperialists. 


In a word the Chiang regime stands 
guilty as-the enemy of the Chinese peo- 
ple. And the people’s revolution is the 
natural outcome of social injustices of 
long standing. 

The program of Chinese Communists 
is not Communism but progressive capi- 
talism alongside with socialism. The 
chairman of the Chinese Communist 
party, Mao Tze-tung, is a native son 
of Hunan and has never set his foot on 
foreign land. 

The triumph of the revolution has only 
one meaning, namely, the Chinese Com- 
munist party answers the wishes of 
the Chinese people by bringing urgently- 
needed reforms and a better and more 
representative government to their 
midst, on the one hand, and it takes 
the lead in the overthrow of a rotten 
regime, on the other. 

Let Mr. Brown's fear of Communism 
not blind him to the need of the Chinese 
people for something better than Kuo- 
mintang rule. Let him not worry on our 
account—so unnecessarily, too, as to 
where we are going—whether to Moscow 
prison or New Democracy.

Higher Streetcar Fares? 


At a 10-cent fare, streetcar and bus riders 
are “confiscating” Public Service Co. property, 
says the company. Therefore, it wants tq raise 
the fare to 13 cents (or two tokens for a 
quarter) and to charge patrons who ride more 
than short distances beyond the city limits 
an extra 5 cents. Those riding from the city 
toward Overland would pay still another nickel! 
beyond Woodson road. ~ 

Tokens at 12% cents represent a 25 per 
cent increase. The 1744-cent fare into the first 
zone is 75 per cent increase. The 22% cents 
into the second zone is 125 per cent. These 
stiff increases_are proposed at a time when 
most prices are creeping down and many peo- 
ple have diminishing incomes. 

They would cause more people to quit the 
cars and busses and to use other transportation 
expedients. The immediate effect would be to 
increase traffic congestion and to aggravate 
downtown parking; the eventual effect might 
be to force the abandonment of outlying car 
and bus routes, leaving large suburban areas 
stranded. The collection of zone fares would 
consume time, add to congestion and slow down 
schedules. 

There is a popular demand for the weekly 
passes that were abandoned three months ago. 
Yet the company does not offer to restore them 
at any price. 

In the face of all this, the company needs 
an airtight showing of hardship. But is it air- 
tight? The company says it earned a small 
profit in March, when limited fare increases 
went into effect. Such an admission from this 
company may mean a great deal, for it showed 
clearly in the previous fare hearings that it 
overstates its right to earnings and minimizes 
the earnings that it admits receiving. 

The company says it lost money in May be- 
cause patronage continued to decline. This as- 
sertion, too, requires proof. If it is true, higher 
fares will aggravate the decline. 

Public utilities generally act more or less 
like horse-traders in stating their rate claims, 
but vigilant public service commissions insist on 
giving the horse a thorough examination. The 
questions before the Missouri commission are 
whether the cash fare cannot be kept at 10 
cents without zone surcharges and the weekly 
passes cannot be restored at a moderate price 
increase—and still yield the company a fair 
real profit. 
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A Multi-Billion Pension Vote 

The veterans’ pension bill which the House 
has passed is objectionable on the same grounds 
as the bills which the House has rejected. It 
doesn’t limit the pension to veterans who really 
need it, and it would cost too mueh. 

Sixty-five billion dollars in pensions in the 
next 50 years, on top of the six billion dollars 
a year which appropriations to the Veterans’ 
Administration have averaged since the end of 
the war, is a needless waste of money. 

Pension payments on such a grandiose and 
indiscriminate basis would require drastic re- 
ductions in other budget, items. Marshall Plan 
aid and appropriations to keep the nation’s de- 
fenses strong would be almost bound to suffer. 

Would it be sensible to give pensions to 


~ veterans who don't need them, at the expense of 


the peace they fought to win? That is what the 
issue finally comes to. 
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A Sickening Recital 

It has been a long time since there has been 
anything in this country so sickening as the Hiss- 
Chambers trial. 

We hold no judgment whatever as to the guilt 
or innocence of Alger Hiss, the former State 
Department official. That is what this trial is 
for—to determine his guilt or innocence with 
respect to the federal grand jury charge that 
he perjured himself when testifying in New 
York last year in the Communist investigation. 
He may be telling the truth when he says he 
gave no State Department papers to Whittaker 
Chambers. He may be lying. 

If Mr. Hiss 1s lying a large number of Amer- 
icans, including the directors of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace who chose 
him as their director, will have been sadly 
misled. 

As for the character of Mr. Chambers, who 
has brought the charges against Mr, Hiss, there 
is not much to say. Under cross-examination, 
this former senior editor of Time magazine said 
“he once lied to get a federal job and that he 
lost another job after being accused of stealing.” 
His confession that he once was a Communist 
could be in his favor, but now that is involved 
in an admission that he committed perjury be- 
fore the same grand jury which indicted Mr. 
Hiss. 

Mr. Chambers, who was a star witness before 
that grand jury, said last October under oath 
that he had no “direct knowledge” of any 
espionage. activities. On the witness stand, in 
the Hiss trial, the onetime Communist courier 
told Lloyd Paul Stryker, Mr. Hiss’ counsel, that 
this testimony before the grand jury was false. 

These charges and counter charges of lying, 
these admissions of disloyalty and these denials 
are sickening to read. They describe a malady 
that eats at common decency, trust in one’s 
fellow man, and worthiness to enjoy the trust. 
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A Blockade to Be Broken 


Whether or not the United States adopts a 
reasonable and humane policy of admitting Eu- 
rope’s displaced persons is now up to the Senate. 
The House has done its part of the job of liber- 
alizing the prejudiced and unworkable law now 
on the books. 

Senate action, unfortunately, depends to a 
considerable extent on Senator Pat McCarran of 
Nevada. Early in the session, Senators McGrath 
and Neely introduced a bill every bit as enlight- 
ened as the House measure. But through his 
chairmanship, McCarran has kept this bottled up 
in a special subcommittee. Not only has he not 
held hearings, but he has drawn up a substitute 
of his own. 

The McCarran bill. would admit 507,000 DPs 
in five years. That looks better than the House 
figure of 339,000 in three years. But that is all 
that can be said for the McCarran measure. It 
retains all the red tape which has made the ex- 
isting law so cumbersome. Also it retains the 
indirect but effective racial and religious dis- 
criminations of the present law. Obviously, the 
Senate ought to pass the McGrath-Neely com- 
panion to the House bill, McCarran notwith- 
standing. | 

While more decent standards for the admis- 


sion of displaced persons were recommended by 


President Truman, they do not constitute a party 
issue. Senator Taft, for example, is heartily in

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More Pay for the Services 

Bluntly and effectively, Gen. Omar Bradley, 
Army Chief of Staff, addressed the Political 
Study Club of Washington this week on the 
need for military pay rises. The bill that would 
have met this need was sidetracked in Congress 
recently although it was the first attempt since 
1908 to provide a career pay scale for the 
armed forces... 

It would have added $360,000,000 to service 
pay checks in the first year and $406,000,000 
in the next. Most of the increase would have 
gone to non-commissioned officers and a goodly 
proportion to officers. 

Approaching’ the matter from the national se- 
curity angle, Gen. Bradley said that: “We are 
faced with an emergency that will adjudge the 
competence of our armed forces 30 years from 
now. Either we shall leave to our children a 
heritage of capable military leaders or.we shall 
hazard their lives on the limitations: of second- 
rate men. Second*rate men invite ‘second-rate 
security. An Army ‘so -handitapped in peacetime 
cannot hope to produce the Marshalls and Eisen- 
howers it needs in war.” 

Gen. Bradley is exactly right. It has too often 
been forgotten that the officers so frequently 
dismissed as just “the big brass” have terrific 
responsibilities in the way of lives, ‘equipment 
and materiel. The man responsible for a B-36 
squadron, a jet fighter wing, a 45,000-ton car- 
rier or a radar base usually receives far less 
than half the pay of the civilian executive who 
has responsibility for a much smaller invest- 
ment. 

Because of federal income tax, a major gen- 
eral receives less dollars today than did a 
major general of 40 years ago—and today’s 
dollar is worth 36:cents in terms of the buying 
power of 1908, The $1500 income tax exemp- 
tion of World War II days has been removed. 

Without the best of leadership and the most 
efficient administration, the services are badly 
handicapped. After some few adjustments, the 
House Armed Services Committee should bring 
out the pay increase bill again. 
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The Burden of Proof 


Many members of the Missouri House ‘were 
apparently impressed by the issues of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone rate case. At 
least, the House has perfected and made ready 
for final passage a bill requiring public utility 
companies to prove the propriety and actual 
cost of all commodities and services which they 
purchase from parent or sister companies. 

This is aimed at the license fee, under which 
Southwestern Bell pays 1 per cent of its gross 
revenues to American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. in return for certain services of unknown 
value. If rates are raised, this private tax goes 
up, too, even though the holding tompany may 
edeliver the same amount of service as before. 

The bill is aimed also at the arrangement 
under which Southwestern obtains nearly all 
its equipment and much of its services from 
Western Electric Co., the Bell System’s manu- 
facturing and purchasing department. Both the 
license fee and Western Electric prices have 
come under withering fire in state after state. 
They have been denounced as schemes to sup- 
port applications for rate increases by siphoning 
away telephone company profits. 

The idea of this bill is that questionable prac- 
tices in the telephone industry should be 
brought one by one on the defensive. There 
are precedents for it in federal law and the 
utility laws of other states. ‘Possibly a good 
many Missouri State Senators, too, are moving 
toward the view that the burden of proof in 
a rate case should be put on the utility com- 
pany. 
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Mr. Darst Uses His Good Offices 


Mayor Darst is to be complimented warmly on 
his plan to bring railroad officials and govern- 
ment agencies together on the problem of the 
riverfront tracks. 


There has been too little disposition to thresh 
this question out around a common table. We 
belieVe that if the parties to the issue will can- 
vass all the possibilities for rerouting trains on 
both sides of the river they will find the means 
for taking the tracks off the riverfront and 
out of the memorial area. 


There is only one approach to this problem 
and that is that it be done right and for a 
long time to come. Given that stand, it is hard 
to see how any reasonable person should wish 
to keep freight trains in motion close by, through 
or under the city’s great downtown park of the 


future. 
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Put Up, Or Shut Up 


There is only one way to stop-disturbing talk; 
that’s to get to the bottom of it. Air Secretary 
Symington understands this, In blunt, straight- 
forward language, he has asked Chairman Vin- 
son of the House Armed Services Committee 
for a thorough investigation of all the reports 
and rumors currently being circulated about the 
Air Force’s B-36 program. a 
_ Unlike the abandoned Banshee-B-36 duel, very 
little of this.talk involves military security. It 
consists, in lafge measure, of insinuations about 
the integrity of Mr. Symington and his new 
chief, Defense Secretary Johnson. Others prom- 
inent in the military set-up also are involved, 
directly or indirectly. The question rather sur- 
prisingly raised is whether these men have put 
their own gain and their own careers ahead of 
the national defense. It is possible to air such 
charges without aid to any enemy, present or 
potential. oe af 

Mr. Symingfon’s rejoinder. t6 the. discrediting 
reports brought into the picture by Representa- 
tive Van Zandt of Pennsylvania‘has been a cate- 
gorical denial. He has asked Chairman Vinson 
to get to the source of talk “damaging to the 
good name of the armed services, to the morale 
of the patriotic men who serve in them, and to 
the national interest.”

A Duty to Guam and Samoa 


From the Honolulu Star-Bulletin 


President Truman himself has moved to 
see that civil rule is set up promptly in 
Pacific islands now under naval jurisdic- 
tion and control. He has ordered the trans- 
fer of Guam to the Interior Department 
within the next year. He has ordered a like 
transfer of American Samoa and the Pa- 
cific trust territories to Interior Depart- 
ment supervision ‘‘within the next two or 
three years.” 


The President’s order was probably has- 


tened by the recent friction on Guam be- 
. tween the natives and the naval govern- 


ment. This friction resulted in a “sit-down” 
strike by the Guam legislators. They 
walked out of their assembly, refused to 
come back until a compromise was 
reached, 

This compromise effected a little “face- 
saving” all around. It did not settle Guam’s 
underlying grievance—that the Guaman- 
ians desire and demand a larger degree of 
self-government than they can get under 
the Navy. And theirs is an understandable, 
a natural position. It is founded on the 
basic principle of Americanism—govern- 
ment by consent of the governed. 


This move by the President has brought 
to a climax, if not to a finish, a long 
series of skirmishes, mostly behind the 
scenes, over the government of American 
Samoa and Guam. The skirmishing over 
the “trust territories” (taken from Japan 
in World War II) has been shorter. That 
is only because the United States has had 
the “trust islands” in its keeping a much 
shorter time. Guam and American Samoa 
have been under the United States flag 
for a half century. 

The order to transfer from Navy to In- 
terior Department rule is much more easily 
issued than carried out. The Navy has been 
governing American Samao and Guam for 
five decades. It has built up an extensive 
establishment—in physical equipment and 
in personnel—to do the job. It expanded 
this considerable establishment to take in 
the trust territories. 

The Interior Department has no such 
establishment. And the Navy has serious 
and quite sincere doubts that the Interior 
Department either realizes the size of its 
job or can, within a few months, develop 
the facilities to take over and carry on 
without setback or loss. 

One thing is certain: Unless the Navy 


gives the most cordial and wholehearted 
support to the transfer, there is certain to 
be an unhappy period for the natives of 
these islands. They are already uneasy over 
the projected transfer. Whether or not 
their apprehensions are entirely of their 
own thinking, or have (as Interior Depart- 
ment men sometimes hint) been planted 
by the Navy, the doubts and fears are 
there—unmistakably there. 


* 

The Interior Department must be able 
to come in and take over w-th no loss of 
efficiency, no period of hesitation, no ob- 
vious experimentation. Otherwise, the na- 
tives will feel that their misgivings have 
been confirmed, and they will, correspond- 
ingly, be disappointed. 


If this feeling starts, it will grow, In 
many a distant atoll, and over many an 
archipelago, the natives will be frightened, 
obdurate, uncommunicative, difficult to 
govern. 


Many months ago The Star-Bulletin sug- 
gested that, as the transfer was inevitable 
—some time—Interior Department men 
ought immediately to be assigned to the 
Pacific area, and get right out on the job. 
That move is now imperative. Guam is to 
be transferred within a year. The Interior 
Department should have not merely a rep- 
resentative but a staff at Guam without 
delay, learning the many things they must 
know about Guam, the Marianas, the Caro- 
lines, the Pacific. 


Further, a group of Guam’s ablest and 
best equipped men should go to Washing- 
ton and get thoroughly acquainted with 
the transfer, at the national capital, of jur- 
isdiction from Navy to Interior. The Guam 
assembly has voted $10,000 to send two 
Guamanians to Washington. Our own na- 
tional government might well supplement 
this. A group of six or 10 would not be too 
large. 

We owe it to the world as well as to 
these helpless natives to do a first-class 
job of government. We are spending bil- 
lions of dollars in foreign relief and in 
foreign financing. We are willing to assign 
to this job skilled administrators and staffs 
that total more than 25,000 persons. We 
should be not less solicitous about the wel- 
fare and the happiness of the relatively 
few thousand Pacific island natives under 
our own flag.

Incoherent Demoralizer 
ey aI, by Philip Wylie. (375 pgs., Rinehart & Co., 


Albert Guerard Jr. in the New York Times, 


I opened these pages with high expecta- 
tions. For nothing is more needed tod 
than an uncompromising “demoraliser, 
ready to prick at every point our national 
optimism and complacency, our generots 
illusions, our terrible and potentially dev 
structive innocence. The author of “Gen- 
erations of Vipers” promised, with a little 
more maturity and a little more control, 
to. become such a demoralizer—the first 
one of any importance since Mencken. Un- 
fortunately little remains but an uncon- 
trolled and shouting voice. Thus: 

I shook my head. “Look at you.... 
You’re the victim of old lies. You’re about 
to toss yourself into the late afternoon 
because you were so busy learning new 
truths in physics that you never both- 
ered to dispel the old lies in your psychol- 
ogy. You're a,damned anachronism! A 
burnt offering to Woman. You're a pup- 
pet of a lot of myths and legends and 
poor child training.” 

“Opus 21” offers itself as a novel or “ro- 
mance.” Unfortunately the novel, which now 
and then flickers into 
surrealist fantasy, 
only to flicker out, 
is a mere portman- 
teau or grab bag for 
the opinions of its un- 
pleasant and neurotic 
hero. Some quirk of 
humor leads the au- 
thor to christen this 
hero Philip Wylie. 
This second Wylie is 
one of the most pre- 
tentious bores in all 
fiction. 

The fictional Wylie 
F : installs himself in a 

ramp “Wits New York hotel to 
edit a $24,000 slick-magazine serial, and 
finds himself condemned to die of carcino- 
ma of the throat. These are circumstances 
to try a man’s soul, to make him take 
stock of his resentments and opinions, and 
lead him into sundry adventures, But the 
adventures are slight and uninteresting.

This hero’s chief tirades, like those of his 
author in the past, are against sexual ta- 
boos and reticences. The fictional Wylie, 
with an obvious but unexplained horror 
or dread of sexual experience, tries to ac- 
cept sex as Margaret Fuller once tried to 
accept the universe; he editorializes on his 
own real masculinity. Yet he repulses the 
advances of three attractive women, and 
Once admits that he wants only the com- 
pany of these women and their “tempting 
presence.” Here was of course a splendid 
occasion for satire—satire on the theoreti- 
cal rebel more convention-bound than any- 
one else. But Wylie the author compiete- 
ly muffs his chance, perhaps because he 
takes Wylie the hero too seriously. Does 
he even take seriously the hero’s “philoso- 
phy”—a sophomoric amalgam of (admit- 
tedly) Jung, Northrup, Toynbee and Aris- 
totle? Thecardinal tenet is that one should 
practice the Golden Rule toward genera- 
tions yet unborn. What America needs, I 
repeat, is a demoralizer—but a coherent 
and controlled demoralizer. |

Yet for millions of Polish peasants, that day is 
Poland’s economy is intimately connected with 


the export of food, and its producers must not be disturbed. 


The decision has not been easy. 
Poland has been under extreme 
pressure to hasten the day of full 
coliectivization. The dispute has 
shaken the government and the 
Communist Party’s Central Com- 
mittee to the foundations of its 
handsome, new building in War- 
gzaw’s embassy row, “Aleje Stalina.” 

It was the basis for reports that 
Hilary Minc, ablest Communist 
economic thinker and administra- 
tor outside the Soviet Union, was 
being given the heave-ho, but in- 
stead Minc has been established 
as the unquestioned boss of the 
country’s economy, a super-min- 
ister with six ministries under his 
direct control. In addition, he has 
taken over the position of first 
deputy prime minister from Alex- 
sander Zawadski, one of the party 
extremists, whose talents will be 
devoted to the central trade 
unions in the future. 

Obtained Approval. 

Far more important, from the 
standpoint of the people, is the 
fact that Minc has fought for and 
obtained the approval of the 
Polish Politburo and the party 
central committee for a policy of 
collectivization at the rate of 1 
per cent per year of Poland’s farm 
lands, and on an avowed “volun- 
tary” basis. What occurred vio- 
lently and overnight in the Soviet 
Union has been delayed here for 
years. 

So pronounced is the opposition 
of the people that Government 
planners have shied away even 
from the word “collective.” Those 
farms which have been organized 
on a collective model are called 
officially “productive co-oper- 
atives.” st 

Collectives and “state farms,” 
which are really farm factories 
whose workers are paid by the 
hour and have no share in the 


produce, account for only 8 to 10) 


per cent of Poland’s farm areas. 
Most of these were established on 
large estates seized by the Gov- 
e nment. 

The process of nationalization 
was relatively painless. The own- 
ers, in many instances, either were 
Germans who were shipped out of 
the country with the approval of 
everyone but the Germans them- 
selves, or Polish gentry who fled 
or were killed under German oc- 
cupation. 

Factors in Slowdown. 

Two factors have brought about 
the slowdown in the farm revolu- 
tion. 

One is the lack of farm machin- 
ery. About 100,000 tractors would 
be required to make collectiviza- 
tion work. Without them, the sys- 
tem has almost no point at all. 
Yet Poland has fewer than 12,000, 
most of them already assigned to 
existing collectives or state farms. 

Second is the fact that the sup- 
ply of tractors, which must be im- 
ported, and the entire program 
for Poland’s industrial develop- 
ment in the future are dependent 
largely on the export of food now. 

Britain’s role as Poland’s largest 
customer outside eastern Europe 
has raised the humblje porker to 


critical importance. Britain’s trade 
treaty called for the export of 12,- 
000 tons of bacon by Poland last 
year, of 20,000 tons in 1949, and of 
gradually increased amounts to a 
peak of 60,000 tons. At best, it 
would require careful farm man- 
agement to meet Poland’s obliga- 
tions, 
Dispute in Open. 

Last summer the dispute about 
collectivization boiled into the 
open. Almost at once an alarming 
bligh@struck Poland’s pig popula- 
tion. By fall it had dwindled more 
than one million animals, about 
20 per cent of the total, according 
to the best available estimates. 
Peasants simply were slaughtering 
hogs for their own use, or selling 
them in the black market. They 
were not going to give them to the 
Government. 

There were two possible an- 
swers. 

One was the kind of savage 
civil war which had produced 
famine the incredibly bountiful 
Ukraine two decades earlier, but 
had broken the opposition. It 
would have blown the trade trea- 
ties sky high. 

The other was to remove the 
threat of state ownership and to 
make private enterprise on the 
part of the farmers as attractive 
as possible. Poland, under the 
potent urging of Minc, chose the 
moderate course. 

Premiums Offered. 

Tax reductions and all kinds of 
premiums were offered to co- 
operating peasants. A mission was 
hastened to London to reassure 
the British, The “H”—for hog— 
program placed a million hogs 
under contract by May 1 for de- 
livery next fall. Poland’s officials 
hope they can meet their commit- 
ments, but it will be a close 
Squeeze. Only about 1300 tons 
were shipped to Britain in the 
first three months of the year, 
and the exports will continue 
“disappointing” at least until Sep- 
tember. 

For Americans who fancy Po- 
lish hams, the story has another 
aspect. Half of Poland’s prewar 
exports to the United States con- 
sisted of these delicacies. In the 
confusions of the cold war, how- 
ever, the connection has been Jost. 

Britain is getting the hams as 
“bacon.” The Poles are getting 
about half the price they would in 
the United States. The Americans 
are getting nothing at all, al- 
though American inspectors have 
certified that quality and meth- 
ods of handling are fully up to 
standard. 

The Government hasn’t aban- 
doned collectivization as a long- 
range objective, but it is concen- 
trating now on getting the ma- 
chines which will make it possible. 

For the future, it will rely on 
an intensive education and prop- 
aganda campaign and on eco- 
nomic inducements which it be- 
lieves will be the most powerful 
arguments of all, No one will be 
forced to join a “production co- 
operative,” but the Government 
will give those who do every pos- 


sible advantage. 


ISRAEL PROPOSES 
TO TAKE ARAB D.P.S 
IN SWAP FOR LAND 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., May 4 
(UP)—Israel Las made two offers 
to take over the problems of 230,- 
000 displaced Arabs, the largest 
concentration of refugees on the 


Palestine borders, in exchange for 
150 square miles of coastal land, 
it was disclosed last night. 

Diplomatic sources said the Is- 
raeli Government submitted to the 
United Nations Palestine concilia- 
tion commission on May 21 a plan 
to:allow the refugees to live on 
Israeli territory if Egypt would 
surrender to the Tel Aviv govern- 
ment a six by 25-mile strip of land 
that includes the border city of 
Gaza. 

The offer first was made at the 
peace conference under way at 
Lausanne, Switzerland, among the 
U.N. commission, Israel and the 
four Arab states involved in the 
Holy Land war. Under the truce 
terms between Israel and Egypt 
the territory was awarded to 
Egypt, whose troops had occupied 
it during the fighting. 

The Israeli negotiators renewed 
their proposal a few days ago, 
after more than a week had 
elapsed without action at Lau- 
sanne on their original offer. 

Resettlement or repatriation of 
Arab refugees from the Palestine 
war—variously estimated at from 
560,000 to 940,000—had threatened 
to become a major stumbling 
block in Israel’s successful fight 
last month to become the U.N.’s 
fifty-ninth member.

CANDLEPOWER OVER 
NEW YORK IN TEST 


NEW YORK, June 4 (AP) — A 
series of 50,000,000 candlepower 
flares will be set off over New 
York City from a plane Monday 
night in a test of their use for 
night aerial photography. 

The test will be conducted from 
a B-17 bomber by the Air Force 
Air Materiel Command. During 
the flight 30 photo-flash cart- 
ridges, each giving off a brief 
light of [0,000,000 candlepower, 
will be projected into the air at 
15-second intervals. The duration 
of each flash will be less than a 
second. 

The test is designed to deter- 
mine how large an area will be 
illuminated and the type of pho- 
tographs that can be made under 
such conditions. Similar tests 
have been run in Detroit and Day- 
ton, O. 

The plane will take off from 
Mitchel Field and fly down the 
East river from the point where 
the river enters Long Island 
sound. At the Battery it will 
turn across the upper bay and 
fly up the Hudson river to West 
Point and then return to Mitchel 
Field.

McMahce=’s View. 

McMahon asserted the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation said it 
found no evidence of spying in 
the disappearance of the U-235 
from the Argonne Atomic Labora- 
tory at the University of Chicago. 

He added that laboratory waste 
still is being dredged at the Oak 
Ridge plant in an effort to turn 
up the four grams in the same 
way the other seven-eighths of an 
ounce were found. 

McMahon commented that these 
tests will “take a few days 
longer” than expected at first. 
“When the evidence is in, that will 
be the time to draw conclusions,” 
he said.

Hickenlooper, who may resume 
questioning Lilienthal Monday, 
said he found “no conclusive evi- 
dence” that the uranium which 
turned up in the waste at Oak 
Ridge is the same as that which 
disappeared from the Argonne 
Laboratory. 

Commission officials have said 
they know it is the same because 
its enriched state was not dupli- 
cated by that of any other ma- 
terial at Argonne. 

Doesn’t Convince Him. 

That didn’t convince Hicken- 
looper. Other laboratories could 
produce the same material and it 
might find its way into the waste, 
he told reporters, adding: “It’s 
like putting cream in your cof- 
fee. You can put the same 
amount in your coffee as I and it 
would be hard to tell them apart.” 

Scientists are reported to have 
told Senate-House committee mem- 
bers that even if four grams fell 
into the hands of Russian scien- 
tists as did the stolen Canadian 
material, the amount would be 
good only for laboratory tests. 

Hickenlooper said he _ thinks 
“there is something more involved 
in this than ‘the four-gram jit- 
ters,’” as Lilienthal once put it. 

As for discovery of a bottle in a 
Chicago atomic dump which the 
commission said was the original 
container of the missing uranium, 
Hickenlooper said: 

“That's like finding an empty 
pocketbook in a culvert after its 
contents had been removed.”

BAR GROUP DISCUSSES 
CRIMINAL TRIAL RULES 


District Meeting Considers 
Proposed Changes, Other 


Problems of Lawyers. 


Proposed changes in the rules 
of criminal procedure of the Mis- 
souri Bar were discussed by about 
70 members of the group’s St. 
Louis district at its annual meet- 
ing yesterday at Kiel Auditorium, 
but attendance at the meeting 
was too small to determine the 
sentiment of a majority of the 
city’s lawyers, Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert L. Aronson said. . 

Judge Aronson, who acted as 
moderator in the discussion, re- 


ported that sentiment of those 
present was about evenly divided 
on one of the more important 
changes proposed, that a defend- 
ant in a criminal case be required 
to disclose before trial whether 
he intends to rely upon testimony 
of alibi witnesses as a defense. 

Lawyers in rural areas generally 
regard this proposed change as un- 
necessary, it was said, but lawyers 
in the urban centers were said to 
favor it generally. Judge Aronson 
said there were few lawyers, who 
practice criminal defense, present 
at yesterday’s meeting. 

Two other proposed changes in 
the rules on criminal procedure, 
which were discussed at the meet- 
ing and favored by a majority of 
those present, were: that granting 
of severances, or separate trials, to 
defendants in a criminal case be 
left to the discretion of the judge, 
instead of being mandatory as is 
now the case; that the prosecuting 
authorities of the state be allowed 
to take depositions in preparation 
of a case, which is not now al- 
lowed. 

Charles L. Carr, Kansas City 
attorney and chairman of the evi- 
dence code committee of the Mis- 
souri Bar, reported at the meeting 
on the proposed code, which has 
been in preparation since 1945, 
and stressed that the draft in- 
volves no basic changes. If a 
majority of members of the Mis- 
souri Bar favor the code, legisla- 
tion for its enactment will be 
introduced by Carr’s committee. 

Lawyers’ professional problems 
were also discussed at the meet- 
ing. A report prepared by John 
H. McEvers of Kansas City on 
advantages and disadvantages of 
different methods of holding prop- 
erty was delivered by Christian B.

Protocol’s Reported Points. 

The Times said it was learned 
from one of the satellite nations 
that the following six main points 
are covered by the protocol: 

1. The council will operate for 
20 years. It will co-ordinate east- 
ern European economy, standard- 
ize industrial production of mem- 
ber nations, and provide mutual 
economic aid. 

2. The council is to establish a 
permanent secretariat with head- 
quarters in Moscow. 

3. The council is entitled to de- 
tailed and full information from 
members. It is authorized to send 
both observers and advisers to 
member states. Such states are 
“obligated to accept and follow 
their advice. 

4. The council is to develop a 
“general plan” for economic co- 
ordination of member countries. 

5. A fund of 100,000,000 rubles 
(about $20,000,000) will be made 
available to the secretariat. Of 
this, 50,000,000 rubles is to be con- 
tributed by Russia and 10,000,000 
each by the five satellite members. 

6. Mixed companies will be set 
up as between member states to 
facilitate the objectives of the 
council. 


VATICAN SOURCES 
SAY POPE PLANS 
CONSISTORY IN 1949 


VATICAN CITY, june 3 (AP)— 
Well-informed Vatican sources 
said today Pope Pius XII intends 
to convoke a _ secret consistory 
late this year to appoint new 
cardinals. 

The appointments are expected 
to “enlarge even more the inter- 
national character of the Sacred 
College,” these informants said. 
The present cardinals represent 
24 countries. 

The Sacred College of Cardinals, 
which has a maximum member- 
ship of 70, now numbers 55. Fif- 
teen cardinals have died since 
appointment of the 32 who re- 
ceived red hats at the consistory 
of 1946. 

The United States has four 
cardinals at present, Dennis 
Dougherty of Philadelphia, Ed- 
ward Mooney of Detroit, Francis 
Spellman of New York and Sam- 
uel Stritch of Chicago.

AEC Inquiry 
Points Up Good 
Output Record 


Hickenlooper Acts 
Like Prosecutor 
Rather Than In- 
vestigator.

PEW ASHINGTON. 

HE opening of the public in 
quiry into the Atomic Energy 
Commission's “incredible mis- 
management” was a truly remark- 
able show. With considerable 
pomp but little precision, Senator 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper fired a 
barrage of peanuts at David E. 
LiHenthal. The sensation seekers, 
disappointed, went away saying 
the Senator would have to do a 
lot better if he wanted to make 
his charges stick. And no one 
seemed shocked. 

After all, this sort of inquiry 
has become a favorite scene of 
the amateurs of the Washington 
drama. The vast white marble 
caucus chamber of the Senate of- 
fice building, so. unpleasantly sug- 
gestive of the interior of an ex- 
pensive piece of plumbing, fills up 
early with spectators. The press 
and radio crowd in. The photogra- 
phers’ lights illuminate the room 
with a theatrical glare. 

Behind the long committee ta- 
ble, the Senators (and on this oc- 
casion the Representatives) of the 
investigating committee acknowl 
edge the presence of the photogra- 
phers by putting on their most 
portentous public faces. The chair- 
man’s voice positively booms with 
solemnity when he opens the pro- 
ceedings. The victim marches to 
the stand. And there follows the 
questioning, the interminable 
questioning, which is so oddly not 
aimed to find out the truth and 
Place it in proportion. 

Tone of Prosecution. 

The aim,of the questioning, of 
course, is simply to prove a set 
of charges already preferred by 
the investigating committee or 
one of its members, Hence, the 
tone of a prosecution rather than 
an investigation. On Wednesday, 
Senator Hickenlooper sounded 
more like a county attorney try- 
ing a chicken thief than a Sen- 
ator of the United States ques- 
tioning a great public servant on 
the gravest possible charge. 

One trouble was that the points 
brought up by Hickenlooper were 
anything but grave. He is a small, 
serious, bespectacled, sharp-faced, 
flat-voiced man, who is ordinarily 
one of the soundest and nmeost use- 
ful Republican lawmakers. His 
face seemed to get sharper, and 
his voice took on edge, when he 
asked Lilienthal question after 
question about changes in the 
commission’s personnel, 

His object, he announced, was 
to prove “lack of continuity” in 
the tion of the AEC. 
He already had declared, in his 
opening statement, that he 
would resist any attempt to 
judge the quality of the AEC ad- 
ministration the results 
achieved. The old rule a 
the proof of the pudding Was 
not for him. And his anxiety to 
Pin Lilienthal down to the nar- 
row points on which he was 
quizzing him was such that he 
more than once nervously in- 
terrupted Lilienthal’s replies. 
Possibly, Hickenlooper has sen- 

sations to produce later. But the 
net effect of the first session was 
to reveal to any thoughtful person 
in the audience the appalling ob- 
stacles the AEC has had to sur- 
mount. The effect was to throw 
in relief the AEC production rec- 
ord, which is so good that the 
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Senator did not want it mentioned. 

This came out in many ways. 
Above all, it came out in the 
stories Lilienthal patiently and po- 
litely told Hickenlooper about 
men who had refused important 
jobs, or had left important jobs, 
in the AEC. It did not matter 
whether they were leading busi- 
ness men like John Bugas of the 
Ford Motor Co., who rejected the 
directorate, of security, or leading 
scientists like Dr. James Fisk, who 
resigned the directorate of re- 
search. Their reasons were al- 
Ways the same. 


Reasons Cited. 

The first and least important 
reason was money. The second, 
and somewhat more important, 
was the desire of these men to do 
their work without the restraints 
which the Government necessarily 
imposes. And the third, unmen- 
tioned, but completely obvious 
reason was Hickenlooper himself 
and what his investigation im- 
plies. No one in his senses, whose 
bump of disinterestedness is not 
positively tumerous, wants to 
serve a Government whose best 
officials can be publicly pilloried 
at any moment on the lightest 
whim of almost anybody. 

There are a good many other 
points deserving notice, such as 
the astonishing fact that Hicken- 
Jooper has chosen to attack Lilien- 
thal alone for the actions of a 
five-man commission which has 
only disagreed five times in 500 
decisions. But perhaps the most 
important point lies in the fact 
that the members of the commis- 
sion and its entire higher staff 
spent 10 days preparing anxiously 
for what happened on Wednesday 
morning. It is as though a minor 
government agency could suspend 
the entire business of the United 
States Steel Corp. for 10 days, to 
drill the management on condi- 
tions in the company cafeterias. 

Indeed, it is worse, for the 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
more important to the country 
than any other national enter- 
prise. One cannot prejudge the 
results of an investigation which 
has many days yet to unfold. But 
is was irresponsible to let such 
stuff as was aired Wednesday_ 
morning. waste even the three 
hours that Lilienthal was on the 
stand that day. Even if nobody 
is shocked, everybody ought to be.

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BERLIN STRIKERS 
OFFER NEW TERMS 


IN RAILWAY TIE-UP 


Propose Dividing System 
Into East and West 


Sections, Each Dealing 
With Own Union. 


BERLIN, June 4 (AP)—West 
Berlin rail strikers offered new 
terms today for settlement of a 
two-week walkout which has 
halted train traffic. 

The strikers proposed to the 
Russian-controlled rail manage- 
ment that the railroad divide it- 
self into east and west sections 
like everything else in Berlin. 
Under the plan the west section 


would do business with the strik- 
ing anti-Communist union and 
the east section with the non- 
atriking Communist union. 

The strikers have demanded 
payment of their wages in west 
marks, worth four times as much 
as the Soviet zone east marks, 
recognition of their union and re- 
hiring of men fired for political 
reasons. 

Move by Rail Management. 

West Berlin union leaders said 
there were signs that the railway 
management is moving to acquire 
income in west marks, and has 
taken steps to collect fares in 
west marks on the elevated trains 
in the west sector. In addition 
the company notified tenants in 
the western sectors that they will 
pay their rents in west marks in 
the future. 

“This is another sign that some- 
thing is doing,” the union officials 
commented. 

The British-controlled newspa- 
per Sozialdemokrat said the Rus- 
sians are prepared to use force, 
if necessary, to resume traffic. 

The paper reported this decision 
was reached after the conference 
of the Big Four military com- 
mandants to settle the ‘14-day 
strike failed yesterday. It said 
the railway management has been 
authorized by the Russian trans- 
port chief, Maj. Gen. Pavel Kvash- 
nin, to take “vigorous steps” 
against the strike. 

Sozialdemokrat said several hun- 
dred armed eastern zone police 
railway police uniforms have been 
sent to the outskirts of Berlin. 
There have been recent reports 
that eastern railway police might 
try to take over the main elevated 
lines running from the Soviet sec- 
tor across western sector terrain 
to the Russian zone. 

60-Day Reserve of Supplies. 

American officials said that de- 
spite the rail strike, western Ber- 
liners have greater supplies of 
food and coal than at any time 
since 1945. They said west Berlin 
now has a 60-day reserve. Just 
before the Russians lifted their 
barriers May 12, the west was 
down to a three-week reserve. 

From the time of the lifting of 
the blockade until the strike the 
railways brought in 130,000 tons 
of supplies. Nothing is being 
moved by rail now but trucks 
and barges are bringing in 2000 
tons daily and the air lift between 
6000 and 7000 tons daily. 

J. W. Darling, economics of- 
ficial of the American Military 
Government’s city element, said 
the net result is that west Berlin- 
ers are now getting a daily ra- 
tioned diet averaging 2000 calo- 
ries and an extra 300 calories 
from unrationed foods. 


FRENCH PREMIER BEATS LEFT 
AND RIGHT IN BUDGET VICTORY 


PARIS, June 4 (UP)—Premier 
Henri Queuille won over both the 
left and the right yesterday when 
the National Assembly passed his 
budget-tightening program, 332 to 
207. Queuille had warned that if 
his program was rejected he would 
resign. 

The plan includes new taxes, a 
two-price system for gasoline and 
cuts In the budgets for national- 
ized industry and the armed 
forces. Queuille said the program 
would plug an eighty-three billion 
franc (more than $385,000,000) gap 
in the budget.

Mother Unable to Dissuade Ex-G.I. 
Who Wants to Be German Citizen 


After His 


St. Louis Attorney, AMG Prosecutor in Case, 
Pays for Trans-Atlantic Phone Call 


Pleas Fail. 


(AP)—Dan McCarthy’s mother had 
no luck yesterday in trying to 
persuade him to remain an Amer- 
ican citizen. 


The 22-year-old ex-G.I. told his 
mother by trans-Atlantic phone he 
preferred to renounce his Ameri- 
can citizenship and stay in Ger- 
many, the country he helped de- 
feat. 


“It’s a step I feel necessary and 
advisable to take,” he said in the 
$36 phone call arranged and paid 
for by William F. Johnson of St. 
Louis, Mo., the American Military 
Government’ district attorney 
whose job it is to prosecute Mc- 
Carthy for entering Germany il- 
legally. McCarthy is free without 
bail for trial June 13. 

Johnson talked first with Mrs. 
McCarthy after the call was put 
through from his office to her 
home in New Hyde Park, N.Y. 

“I've been talking to this boy 
for two days,” Johnson said. “I’ve 
been talking my brains out, but 
it has not done any good. I think 
if you talk to him, you might get 
him out of this thing. Then we 
could send him home and forget 
all about it.” 


The soldier who disclosed yes- 
terday he wanted to give up his 
American citizenship and become 


a German, picked up the phone. 

“Hello, Mom,” he said. “It’s a 
good thing this isn’t television. 
I’ve got a beard a mile long.” 

Then McCarthy’s phone conver- 
sation went like this: 

“Well, you knew I might do it. 

“It is a step I feel necessary and 
advisable to take.” 

The telephone operator inter- 
rupted. “She says the three min- 
utes are up,” McCarthy related to 
Johnson. “Nobody said you were

said 
Johnson. 

McCarthy resumed his — with 
his mother. He said: 

“T’'ve definitely decided, stom: I 
know what I am doing.” 

She asked, apparently, why he 
could not keep his American citi- 
zenship even though he stayed in 
Germany. 

“That would be doing two things 
at once,” he said. “I only can 
do one.” 

“T’ll keep writing,” McCarthy 
said. “Good-bye, Mom.” 

Johnson took over again. He 
asked Mrs. McCarthy to continue 
to try to prevail on her son not to 
exchange his citizenship for the 
hard lot he might encounter in 
this disrupted and bomb-damaged 
country. He said the man had no 
profession and might not be strong 
enough for manual labor. Mc- 
Carthy told reporters yesterday he 
had “fallen in love” with Germany. 


At Hyde Park, N.Y., Mrs. Mc- 
Carthy said: 

“If I only had him here to talk 
to. If I had the price I‘d fly to 
him tomorrow.” 

At one point, the mother said, 
she chided her son with “we think 
you have a hole in your head.” 
His reply, she said, was: “That’s 
what they think here.” 

Mrs. McCarthy lives with her 
two other sons and a daughter. 

Johnson, the St. Louis attorney 
in Frankfurt, is the son of Mrs. 
Mary E. Johnson, 4328 Westmin- 
ster avenue, a City Hospital em- 
ploye. He is 39 years old and 
is a graduate of the old City Col- 
lege of Law. Johnson, who served 
as an Army captain in World War 
II, was discharged from the serv- 
ice overseas and remained in Eu- 
rope to work with the military 


government. 


MAJOR JAP WAR CRIMINAL 
DIES IN ARMY HOSPITAL 


TOKYO, June 4 (UP) — Toshio 
Shiratori, ex-Ambassador to Rome, 
serving a life sentence as a Major 
Japanese war criminal, died today 
of cancer of the larynx in United 
States Army Hospital here. 

He was one of 16 sentenced to 
life in prison Nov. 1, 1948, by the 
International Military Tribunal. 
He was found guilty on one count 
of conspiracy to wage aggressive 
war. Former Premier Hideki 
Tojo and six others were hanged. 

Shiratori served for more than 
30 years in the Cabinet and in 
diplomatic and consular posts. He 
was converted to Christianity at 
the Army hospital Feb. 18. He re- 
ceived baptism into the Lutheran 
church and had since been a mem- 
ber in absentia of the Lutheran 
church in Tokyo. ,

Smith said the organization of 
the state conference was in keep- 
ing with the program of the na- 
tiondl fire prevention conference. 
He said “it is important to keep 
before the public the important 
subject of fire prevention and the 
conservation of our natural and 
created resources.”

West made a smart decision 
when he opened the diamond king, 
instead of leading his five-card 
club suit. The latter lead would 
have given declarer easy sailiing. 

South held up his diamond ace, 
East having signaled rously 
with the ten, and West continued 
with the queen and jack of dia- 
monds, 

Having won the third trick, de- 
clarer saw that even if he could 
run four heart tricks and win the 
club finesse, he still would require 
two spades for the contract, so he 
immediately cashed the spade ace 
and led toward dummy. West put 
up the spade king and promptly 
exited with the spade jack—giving 
the enemy wha. would be theirs 
in any case, but not breaking a 
new suit for them. 

Declarer cashed d s last 
spade, discarding his own low 
club, while East gave up a dia- 
mond and West meekly threw off 
the club four. Now, after some 
thought, declarer led to his own 
heart king, then cashed the ace 
and queen of hearts. His reason- 
ing was obvious: If the heart jack 
dropped on these rounds, he could 
lead directly to the ‘lub ace and 
cash his last heart for the fulfill- 
ing trick; if the heart jack did 
not come to light, he could fall 
back on the club finesse for his 
final effort. 

Unfortunately, the heart jack 
didn’t drop, and the club finesse 
failed, so South had to acknowl- 
edge defeat. 

South’s analysis was not quite 
good enough. The diamond situa- 
tion was marked, since West sure- 
ly would have continued that suit 
after taking his spade king. Thus, 
after cashing the spades and dum- 
my’s heart honors, South should 
have finessed to his own heart 
ten. If West Id win with the 
jack, what of it? He would then 
have to lead a club to South's 
major tenace.
